PRIGE OF GASOLINE

HAS BEEN INCREASED SEV-
ERAL TIMES IN PAST
FEW WEEKS

IS STILL GOING UP

Cause of Rise Said to Be Due
to Decreased Flow of
' Big Wells.

Rises in the price of gnsoline have
caured auto owners much worry with-
in the past few weeks. The price
bae risen several peints in  scveral
days and has been giving the autoists
and other large users of gasoline
much food for thought and worry.

This rise {3 suld to Ve, a legitimate
one and {3 supposed to be caused by
the fact that several large oil wells
are slowing up and are not yvielding as
niuch s they were a few months ago.
This has a natural tendency to raise
the price of the fluid, and it s not
the fact that John D. Rockefeller
wants to buy something else, 'That
was once & joke among auto men and
gasoline dealers of every part of the
country. When gasoline went up
the natural supposition was that the
oll men. needed more money. This
rise {8 not that kind. -

One of the local dealers In refer-
ring to the rise in gasoline stated
thet  the prices in South Carolinn are
in excess of those in Georgla and
other states of the unlon. All of South
Carolinn has to pay about 2 cents
more per gallon for gasoline on ac-
count of the stringent leglsiation in
regard to gasoline. The laws provide
that only a certain grade of gasoline
shall be sold in South Carclina and
the result is that the additional price
is attachtd as a premium for this ex-
tra grade. “There will come a time,”
says one dezler, “when real gasoline
will not be sold. in South Carolina,
but what 1s used for gasoline will be
in riaility a grade of naptha. The
grades of gasoline sold in other states
serves the purpose and the law for
the grade gasoline in South Carolina
seems foolish in some respects. Tha
law i{s very good for what it was in-
tended. It prohibits low grade gaso-
line belng sold In South Carolina, but
by doing so prevents the people from
Retting gasoline which' would serve
thelr purpose for a much lower price.
As o matter of information it might

‘be added that five gallons of kero-

8ne  are secured for one gallon of
gasoline. In .the summer. gasoline is
used more thun kerosene and in the

jcold weather, the rule reverses it-

self. There Is alsb a great demand
for petroleum. products. in Europe
just now. Belligerent natione of the
quadruple entente have ordered and
